Then I went on a hill about three- 
quarters of a mile away and sat 
down. Pretty soon the train came 
along and turned over. After the 
wrec I walked about a mile to a 
barn and went to sleep there. I 
got up the next morning and asked 
somebody where to get a train and 
he pointed me over to the Southern 
Railroad. I stopped at a milk sta- 
tion there, but the man wouldn't 
give me any milk. I went to the 
water tank at Grassland, and that’s 
where the officers got me.”’ 


Saw Found Near Switch. 

Williams said he bought the 
hacksaw at Seymour, Ind., recently, 
‘just ‘cause I thought I'd like to 
have it—maybe I was goin’ to use 
it for a wreck.” The saw was 
found yesterday near the switch, 
along with the switch lock and 
lamp. Williams denied breaking 
the lamp. 

The train crashed into the open 
switch at 10:47 p. m. Friday. The 
locomotive and tender were 
wrecked and eight of the 11 steel 
cars derailed. 

Attempts at train wrecks to 
which Williams confessed were at 
Mackey, Ind., last July, where he 
said he sawed a switch lock, and 
at Veedersburg, Ind., last month, 
where he said he pulled spikes 
from a rail with a tool surrepti- 
tiously obtainéd from a_ée section 
gang. Railroad special agents here 
said these attempts had been dis- 
covered and wrecks averted. 

The possibility of the prisoner 
having been responsible for other 
wrecks is being investigated by 
railroad detectives. 

Williams left his home last July 
and since then had been beating 
his way on freight trains through 
Illinois, Indiana and Ohio.

The taxi-stand clause held inval- 
id by Judge Frey prohibited cabs 
from standing for passengers on 
any public street, “except on such 
private or public stands as may 
be established by permit duly is- 
sued by the Board of Public Serv- 


fice.” It laid down no principles to 
guide the board in issuing per- 
mits. 


Ruling by Judge Frey. 

Judge Frey ruled that the Board 
of Aldermen, by that clause, had 
improperly delegated its legislative 
authority to a ministerial body, the 
Board of Public Service. 

More than four years ago the 
Roard of Aldermen passed Ordi- 
nance 30,911, and in section 6 
thereof, gave the Board of Public 
Service the power of issuing bus-,| 
line permits. This section provides 
that the first company to receive a 
permit for a bus route shall have 
the exclusive right to that route, 
unless, in the opinion of the Board 
of Public Service, its service is in- 
adequate, whereupon the board 
may issue a permit to a competing 
company. 

The City Hall opinion is that 
this privilege of exclusive routes, 
subject to the Board of Public 
Bervice, might invalidate the or- 
since the privilege is 
comparable to a franchise right 
obtainable only from the Board of 
Aldermen. 


Difference in Ordinances. 


However, there is a point of dif- 
ference between the bua odinance 
and the now invalid taxi stand 
clause. While there were no prin- 
ciples laid down in the ordinance 
for the guidance of the Board of 
Public Service in issuing taxi stand 
permits, the bus ordinance does 
lay down general principles, in- 
cluding provisions as to license fees 
of busses, liability bonds and pay- 
ment to the city of 3 per cent of 
the gross receipts.

TO PACIFIC COAST

be the first crossing of the United 
States by an airship, the first ap- 
pearance of one farther west of the 
Mississippi that St. Louis and the 
longest voyage ever attempted by 
an airship away from its base. 
During the war a German Zep- 
pelin, prototype of the Shenandoah, 
reached Africa and returned over 
a 4900-mile course. The Shenan- 
doah will have covered nearly 9000 
miles before its return to Lake- 
hurst as its course is mapped. 
What the giant Navy dirgible, 
built strictly for military purposes, 
accomplishes can be duplicated by 
those with accommodations 
passengers and cargo. The ships of 
the air will have followed the moc- 
assined trapper, the prairie schoon- 
er and the railroad. 


In Radio Communication. 

Through every moment of the 
flight the ship should be in com- 
munication with the ground. Her 
radio sets will receive and send 
messages to the hundreds of others 
acattered over the United States, 
giving the news of the trip, and her 
long distance telephone will re- 
count the story of the voyage each 
night to be picked up and sent into 
millions of homes from broadcast- 
ing stations. 
Most of the voyage can be made 
at an altitude between 2000 and 
3000 feet. Crossing the Allegheny 
Mountains, and again going over 
the Rockies before reaching San 
Diego will bring it into higher alti- 
tudes. The Rockies will be the se- 
verest test of the voyage unless 
unexpected storms are encounter- 
ed.

Faster Time on Return. 

Considerably faster time should 
‘be made on the return trip. The 
prevailing winds are from the west 
and the mechanism of the ship will 
have been tested out. The Shenan- 
doah has been entirely refitted 
with new motors in her five-power 
gondolas. Like an automobile they 
must be worked up gradually to 
their highest speed. The motors 
which they replaced had 500 hours 
service, a record of durability for 
aircraft. 

Though built on the plans of the 
German L-49 which came down in 
the area of the American Marines 
in France during the war. the 
Shenandoah is entirely of American 
construction. The ship was built 
by the Navy and many improve- 
ments were added to the German 
designs. One of these is a system | 
of condensers attached to the ex- 
hausts of the motors which recover 
110 pounds of water from every 
100 pounds of gasoline consumed, 
thus maintaining the weight of the 
Ship by creating new ballast while 
in the air. The motors also are of 
American design and construction.

| $98,000,000 IN PUBLIC BONDS 


ISSUED IN STATE SINCE JAN. | 


Represents Increase of $2,475,000 
Over Total] Issued rn 12 Months 
of 1923.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 7.— 


Public bonds of all ctasses issued 
n Missouri during the first nine 
months of 1924 up to Oct. 1, totaled 
$28,076,870, an increase of $2,475,- 
270 over the total of $26,601,600 
issued during the 12 months of 
1923. This is shown in a report 
compiled by the State Auditor on 
bonds registered by the Auditor's 
Department for the State, cities, 
towns, villages, counties, townships, 
school districts and drainage dis- 
tricts. The 1924 total will be in- 
ereased to more than $34,000,000 by 
the sale of $6,000,000 of State road 
‘bonds by the State Board of Fund 
Commissioners the first week in 
November and other additions 
probably will be made by the other 
civil subdivisions of the State. 

The totals include the $9,000,000 
in public improvements bonds is- 
sued this year by the City of St. 
Louis ana $3,763,000 in bonds is- 
sued by the city last year, although 
the law requiring registration of 
public bonds by the Auditor’se De- 
partment excludes St. Louis from 
its provisions. 

Another report prepared by the 
State Auditor shows that 180 cities 
and towns and villages of the State 
had municipal bond issues totaling 
$57,271,450, outstanding on July 1, 
last, an increase of $19,828,815.62 
over the total bonds outstanding on 
July 1, 1922, when a report was 
prepared for the preceding biennial 
period. 

This report covers only munici- 
pal issues and does not include 
county township school district, 
drainage district or State bonds.

Gossip 
started in the press. Senator Saw- 
yer, frightened, came out with his 
version of what had happened. 
Then Mr. La Follette made public 
the facts, and a bitter political fight 
between him and Senator Sawyer 
started. 

A man just as hono®fible as Mr. 
La Follette might have gone 


| through this experience and acted 


much more calmly about it. Mr. 
La Follette describes how he acted 
about it: “For an instant I was 
dazed and then the thing surged 
through me. I felt that I could 
not keep my hands off his throat-—— 
I stood over him, said=the things 
to him that I have related and 
then left him, blindly. I know he 
followed me. I went rapidly down- 
stairs and out of the hotel. The 
State Fair was on, and the hotel 
lobby was crowded with people. I 
saw nobody. I got out in the street 
and walked and walked.” 


Spurned Effort to Get 
Him to Corrupt Judge. 


The world being what it is, ef- 
forts to corrupt judges are com- 
mon enough. We applaud the ve- 
hemence of Mr. La  Foillette’s 
spurning of Senator Sawyer’s 
money, but after all it belongs in a 
story book. It is a shade too 
heroic. 

And Mr. la Follette is a shade 
too heroic for ts. I am trying to 
work out why, with all his fine 
qualities, his exceptional ability, his 
gregt industry, his spotless charac- 
ter, he has not somehow gone down 
better with us. He is too patently 
made of sterner stuff than the rest 
of us. 

At a convention in which the 
Sawyer crowd had beaten him, with 
his disappointed supporters about 
him, he writes, “There came to me 
those lines of Henley’s which had 
often inspired me and which I re- 
peated to them: 

“‘Out of the night that covers me, 

Black as the pit from pole to 

pole, 
I thank whatever gods there be 

For my unconquerable soul. 

In the fell clutch of circumstance 

I have not winced nor cried 

aloud; 
Under the bludgeonings of chance

lines and the public display of it. 
Various motives might have existed 


for keeping it dark. The verses 
just miss being comic. 
He has never recognized the 


validity of “The smile that wins.” 
In one of his campaigns he was 
speaking at a county fair. The 
representatives of the interests or 
whoever it was that was running 
the fair tried to take his crowd 
away from him by ringing the bells 
for a horse race. He drove his 
cart out on the race track and 
threatened to talk there all the aft- 
ernoon if they did not abandon 
their tactics. 

Over and again you find inci- 
dents like that in hfs life. In the 
1912 campaign, when at first it 
seemed likely that he and not Mr. 
Roosevelt would be the candidate 
of the Progressives against Mr. 
Taft, came the speech before the 
Publishers’ Association dinner. The 
hour was late and the audience 
none too friendly. It was an occa- 
sion calling for tact and good na- 
ture. But Mr. La Follette started 
out on one of his long discursive 
speeches—he always did demand 
of his auditors an endurance that 
was heroic. In a little while there 
was a hubdbub. Let him tell the 
story: 

“I was not at my best and did 
not at once get hold of my audi- 
ence. It was, I do not doubt, my 
own fault, but I determined to 
make them hear me to the end.’”’ 

“That “I determined to make 
them hear me to the end” is char- 


acteristic. He instantly bristles at 
hostility. He fights back with all 
his might. Now fighting back im- 


plies a splendid sincerity. But the 
wisest only fight back as a last re- 
sort, when diplomacy has failed. 
Diplomacy has always seemed to 
Mr. La Follette something base, 
something akin to surrender of 
principles. I do not think he has 
ever understood the human heart. 
He has always been an actor, with 
the footlights between him and his. 
audience, never perfectly at one 
with his hearers. It took him years 
to live down the impression which 
his Publishers’ Association speech 
left behind. 


Was Too Big tor 
War-Time Intolerance. 


I come down to the war, to me 
the most splendid episode in Mr. 
La Follette’s life. I have already 


alluded to the fact that the intol- 
erance then let loose would have 
thrown him in jail if he had not 
been too big for its summary wrath. 
It spent itself on smaller fry. As 
a radical, Mr. la Follette was op- 
posed to war, as a political thinker 
he saw that all the generous im- 
pulses of organized society would 
be set back many decades by the 
passions war would let loose. He 
voted against America’s entrance 
into the war and never recanted 
and became a patrioteer as so many 
other radicals did. He was again 
Ajax defying the lightning. He 
was again ‘“‘bloody but unbowed.” 
The mob likes better the prac- 
ticable fellows who are not “de- 
termined to make them hear them 
to the end,”’ and by the mob I mean 
the conservative elements, who 
happily for them, from the war or 
elsewhere, have caught up the mob 
spirit with which Mr. Roosevelt 
played so brilliantly in the gay 
years before 1914. 

The other day, the American 
Legion Weekly asked everybody of 
importance what good came out of 
the war. Was there ever before 
such a question asked so soon after 
a cataclysm which left a whole civ- 
ilization staggering?’ It is charac- 
teristic of the philosophy of nai- 
vete, which has been invented to 
please a newly arisen and little ex- 
perienced class that has come up to 
rule our thinking, that we must 
know instantly the good that has 
come out of our latest perfect 
work. Post hoc propter hoc, and 
today is the finest frult of the ages, 
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are the two gulding principles of 
the naive school of history; there- 
fore if we live long enough we 
shall hear much of the great bene- 
fits to mankind that have come of 
the great war. But the American 
Legion Weekly questionnaire elic- 


ited only a lot of head scratching 


and, on the whole, the information 
that it was too soon to tell what 
the blessings of the war had been. 
Mr. La Follette must have drawn 


a certain grim eatisfaction—I am 


afraid he only has grim satisfac- 
tions—from reading the answers. 

Now if you are always fighting 
back at the crowd-——and the boy 
who fights back is always the 
worst hazed—if you are always the 
hero of Henley’s poem, preserving 
your unconquerable soul, you are 
inevitably driven in upon yourself. 
You become lonely. Your soctal 
resources are few. Your stand-off- 
ishness is increased. That waa the 
fate of La Follette. I quote here 
and there from his “Autobiogra- 
phy.” After the break with Sen- 
ator Sawyer, “No one could have 


anticipated the violence with which 


the storm broke uponme. * ®* ® 
I was shunned and avoided every- 
where by men who feared or 
sought the favor of Senator Saw- 
yer and his organization. * * ® 
I recall the fearful deprescion of 


these months. * * * | gspent 
much time alone.” Again, 14 years 
later, when he became United 


States Senator; “I wis again alone. 
When I entered the cloak-room 
men turned their backs upon me 
and conversation ceased. Members 
left their seats when I began to 
speak.” 

He was once more deserted and 
alone when he refused, in 1912, to 
support the Roosevelt candidacy 
for President. And the ostracism 
which came upon him as a result 
of his stand against the war sur- 
passed all previous social punish- 
ments visited upon him for not go- 
ing along with the majority. He 
became so inbent that the highest 
tribute he could pay to his friend 
Samuel A. Harper on his death is 
“no other man has ever been so 
completely a part of my own life.’ 
He has no real contacts except 
with those who are “a part of 
himself.”’ 


Invites Attention of 

“Baiters of Greatness.” 

I do not think this is egoism. 
In my occasional meetings ~ with 
him I have been almost embar- 


rassed by his obvious humility. He 
has, of course, his egolsm, a sense 
of greatness through the causes 
with which he is identified. I 
think he differs from Wihilson. I 
think he can forget himself in a 
cause. Wilson tended to lose sight 
of the cause in the sense of him- 
self. Both equally, however, have 
invited the attention of the baliters 
of greatness, 

All this is important as explain- 
ing the public state of mind to- 
ward Mr. La Follette. But it only 
half explains it. The rest of the 
explanation lies in ourselves. We 
fear change and we hate progres- 
sives. Only two progressives, both 
very mild, have ever become 
President, and both of them by 
accident, Mr. Roosevelt by the 
death of Mr. McKinley, and Mr. 
Wilson by the division of the Re- 
publican party. 

The argument for the 
system is that it works. 
been for all of us down in our 
hearts, conservatives and progres- 
sives alike, an unanswerable argu- 
ment. To it the progressives have 
to reply that the little changes 
they propose won't make any dif- 
ference. The greatest triumph of 
the Labor Government in England 
is that it has not made any dif- 
ference. This achievement may in 
the near future make Labor a ma- 
jority party in Great Britain. 

We are all mechanics in our be- 
liefs so far as economic society is 
concerned. Until there is a change 
in our way of thinking so that we 
shall cease to prefer a control 
that we believe to be automatic, 
but which is not, to one that fs 
humanly directed, the road will be 
hard for the progressives. 

Moreover, along with Mr. la 
Follette, emerges Labor into poli- 
tics. And that is, to most of us, a 
disquieting phenomenon. We have 
grown accustomed to the Gom 
pers leadership. Next to the open 
shop we have long unconsciously 
regarded it as the best safeguard 
against the larger pretensions of 
the labor movement. But Mr. 
Gompers is passing. 

When Samuel Gompers made a 
report to the Executive Council of 
his Federation of Labor in favor 
of indorsing ta “Follette and 
Wheeler he ceased to be the lead- 
ing figure In the American labor 
movement, or rather by his own 
act he recognized that that leader- 
ship had passed from him to oth- 
ers. He was trailing after John-

Harry B. Hawes, for the past

ciation of the Ku Klux Klan. 

The Odeon was well filled with 
a representative audience of 1700, 
whose sympathies, for the most 
part, where in complete accord with 
the positions taken by Hawes on 
the issues he presented.

Hawes referred to his achieve- 
ments in office and particularly to 
the fight he had waged for rell- 
gious freedom and personal liberty. 
Dr. R. Emmett Kane, who intro- 
duced Hawes, compared him with 
Washington, Lincoln and Willison, 
drawing an analogy between the 
phases of this nation’s history 
when they arose to perpetuate it 
and the fight that Hawes was car- 
rying to protect it against a do- 
mestic foe, the klan.
